During tliu afternoon the bodies of the 
DueheBBO d' Aleneon and ais others were 
identified. The Duchess was the Eiater 
of the Empress of Austria and the wife 
(A Prince Ferdinand of Orleane. Site 
was Duchess of Bavaria and wae born in 
1817 and married in 1868. Her daugh- 
ter, rrinceae Louiee, is married to 
Alplioii/.o of Bavaria, and her son, Priii(;o 
I'hillipe, ia the: hiiBbund of l'riru:uBG 
Henrietta of iJelgiuiii. The former 
Queen of Naplus is one uf her Eisters. 
The Duchess vvi\s a wouiiui of great 
wealth and one of the uiost proiuiueut 
ladies of l''rani;e. Among the hist to ea- 
eape from the Imriiing building was the 
IJaroniie do iiotiter, formerly Miss Bea- 
trice Cotter, of Philadelphia.

President Camp Criticizes the Preferential

tries even under the minimum tariff.

Prior Elicits Some luformatiou 
on Subjects of Interest to 
This Province. 



Then the House Had a Hot Time 
Over Dismissal of Northlleld 
Postmistress. 



Following is the Montreal Star's re- 
port of the proceedings in parliament on 
April 28, in regard to some Uritiah Col- 
umbia matters: In reply to a question, 
the Premier said the accounts of the 
Northwest Exhibition were being inves- 
tigated ; and to another quention, the 
Premier said that winter port question 
was nnder the consideration of the gov- 
ernment. Col. Prior rei'uivcd informa- 
tion npon a variety of (luestiona. The 
government would make surveys of a 
route from the Pacific Coast into the 
Yukon country for the purpose of assist- 
ing Canadian trade into that district. 
And,,further, the government w.as aware 
that goods were being smuggled into 
tliat country, l)ut the nieims of 8topi)ing 
it wiia 11 niu'tter of presLMiL conaiderution. 
A special ollicer representing tlie cua- 
toma and the marine departments had 
been appointed to Btoii poaching by 
American veasela on the deep sea fish- 
eries ofl' the coast of British Columbia. 

Col. Prior also aslvcd : " is it the in- 
tention of the government to allow Brit- 
ish Columbia lishermen to use fish traps 
in Canadian waters where American 
fishermen are using trapa in waters con- 
tiguous thereto?"' 

Mr. Davies answered that the fisher- 
men of Britisli Columbia had been told 
that this season they could use the same 
traps as used last season. He bad de- 
clined to allow additional traps to be 
used. During his visit to the Pacific 
coast he had promised fishermen aud 
packers not to alter the reuulationa un- 
til Commissioner Prince hud visited the 
coast aud made a thorough study of the 
lialieriea of British Columbia. This 
would be done as soon as possible. 

Ciuestious disposed of, Sir. Davin 
Ijrought up a matter that occupied the 
bouse until 5 o'clock. It was all about 
the dismissal of a postmistreBS in British 
Columbia. The result of it all was 
quite a parliamentary storm. At the 
Bitting of the previous day Mr. Davin 
HSlced the following question, to which 
Mr. Muloolt replied : 

Why was Mrs. Isabella K. McManus 
deprived of her position as postmis- 
tress of Northfield, B.C.? 

Tbe Postmaster General (Mr. Mulock) 
— The postmistiess in question waa dis- 
missed because of the overbearing con- 
duct of the postniistresa and her hus- 
band towards many people wlio were 
obliged to visit the postolhce. 

Mr. Davin — Mr. .Speaker, I would like 
to call my hon. friend's (Mr. Mulock) 
alieutiou to the ([uestion, which is: 

Why waa Mrs. Isabella K. McManus 
deprived of her position as postmistress 
of Northfield, B. C? Her husband is 
not now living. I would ask an answer 
to the question. 

The Postmaster-General — I have given 
the answer. 

Mr. Davin — " Has her husband been 
overbearing since he died?" 

The Postmaster-General — " The term 
' postmaster ' is applied to the occupant 
ot the ottico whether male or female. In 
this case the [joatinaster was Mrs. Mc- 
Manus. Her husband is living. The 
report of the inspector waa to the efl'ect 
that they had both been overbearing in 
their demeanor to many persons who 
had occasion to visit the office." 

Mr. Davin moved the adjournment of 
the house in order that he might quote 
the question and make a speech there- 
on, in which he complained of the action 
of the postmaster-general. 

Mr. Mulock said that the widow friend 
of iVfr. Davin was dismissed because sho 
waa offensive in the discharge of her du- 
ties. I'olitics had nothing to do with 
ihu case. Complaint had been made to 
the department in November last, an in- 
vestigation held and dismissal followed 
ivliile the husband waa still alive, for he 
<iid not (lie until the following l''ebniary. 
_Mr. Mulock quoted from part of the re- 
port of the inspector, in which ho .'Stated 
that some of the charges wore trivial. 
He found that tlie woman had made her- 
self oliensive to some peoole of the com- 
munity because of tlispuli.'g about thede- 
livery of po.stal matter and other acta in 
connection with the administration of 
the ofHce. 

So far the matter had been rather dull, 
but the reply of INIr. Davin livened up 
the house, ile Btyleil the reniarka of 
Mr. Mulock as brutal flippancy, ine.xcus- 
aijie in a minister of the crown, hut 
much more ho when tliat minister was a 
gentleman who wa.s almost at the liead 
of a great uiiiver.'-ity. Mr. Davin tliought 
the dieniissal ul Mrs. iNIcManns aiul llie 
remarks of liie jiostmaster-geni'ral 
capped the climax of tin: 8))oil system 
introduced by the Liberal government. 

Mr. I'oster now took a baud in tbe 
dlBCUssion. Mr. Davin's language had 
been strong, but not a bit too much so. 
Was the remark of tlie postmaster- 
general a sample of what the opposition 
was to be subject to. 

Mr. Lister — " What insinuation do 
you complain of?" 

Mr. I'oster — "Is the lion, gentleman 
the keeper of lh(! i> )3tmaBter-geueral?" 

Mr. Ululock — " I niiide no insinuation. 
I intended none and J made none." 

Mr. Foster — "The postmaster-general 
was at least unfortunate in the choice of 
his language." 

Here Mr. Lister and Dr. Landerkin 
interrupted. Mr. Foster appealed to the 
speaker. 

The Speaker ruled in favor of Mr. I''oh- 
ter. A gentleman having possession of 
the floor must not be interrupted unless 
he consented for the purpose of answer- 
ing the gentleman interrupting. 

Mr. Foster went on to read the report 
of the investigation in the case of lilrs. 
McMamiH. The witnesse.s called testi- 
fied to small nuitters, none of widch sub- 
stantiated the ground upon which tlie 
dismissal had been based. In the re- 
port the inspector had stated tliat these 
matters comiilained of had been satis- 
factorily explaineil. Mr. I'oster con- 
tended that in no respect did the lefiort 
justify dismissal. He tlieieiore asked 
ibe poatmaflter-general to reconsider the 
. rase and give back to the poor widow her 
little post office. 

Mr. Davis knew the McManus tamily. 
They once kept hotel and-sold whisky. 

Mr, Bennett— " VVere you a custom- 
er?" 

Mr. Davis admitted that the whisky 



was fair. He had several times seen Mr. 
Davin at their place. He was surprised 
afterwards to hear that the' MciSIanus 
people were entrusted with a post oiBco 
in British Columbia. 

Mr. Quinn protested against the dis- 
missal for the report of the investigation 
committee did not substantiate a single 
charge. He called upon the solicitor- 
general, as the representative of tlie 
Irish people, to come to the rescue of 
Mrs. McManus. 

Mr. Mclnnes gave his testimony re- 
specting this now celebrated post ofSce 
beyond the Bockies. It was situated'in 
his constituency. He knew the people, 
and to his personal knowledge the people 
who had petitioned for the removal of 
Mrs. McManus were Conservatives, his 
strongeat opponents in tbe late election. 
There was therefore no politics in tbe 
case. 

Then there were complaints as to Mrs. 
McManua making herself offensive to the 
people of Northlield. For inatanci) peo- 
ple went to the oflice inquiring for mail. 
She would say there was none for them, 
and at the same time they could see the 
letters in the boxes. They would tell 
her 80, and then ahe would fly into a 
rage and walk up and down the floor 
behind the wicket brandishing a six 
shooter revolver in her band. 

Mr. Bennett — " Did she carrv a 
knife?" 

Mr. Mclnnes contended that the dis- 
missal was justified, and the people of 
the diatrict were well pleased with the 

change. 

Sir Charlea Hihhert Tupper spoke 
brielly. The rejiort failed to show that 
any bubataniial and serious charge had 
been proved. In fact the complaint had 
been di8misse<l. He suggested that the 
postmaBter-general hold another in- 
vestigation, or at any rate reconsider 
the case of this postmistress. 

Mr. Laurior now spoke. The one 
point he insisted ui)on waa that there 
was no politics iu the case of Mrs. Mc- 
Manus. Who had complained and 
petitioned tor the removal of the woman 
from the Xorthfleld post ofiice? Not the 
friends of tbe government, not Liberals, 
but Conservatives ; electors who had op- 
posed Mr. Mclnnes in the June election. 
As to the evidence, he would put aside 
the six-shooter, there was plenty of 
proof besides that, ample proof that she 
liad made herself obno.xioiis to the peo- 
ple of Northfield. The offence was 
trivial: well, bo waa the olhce, antl 
whetlier the postmaster general had 
acle^l hastily or not one thing was clear, 
he had not acted from political or j)arty 
motives. 

Mr. Osier and Col. Prior defended the 
widow McManus, and Mr. l.ount and 
Mr. Sutherland defended the govern- 
ment. Then the matter dropped; the 
motion to adjourn was lost, aud tiie 
order of the day called.

Agreeable to their resolution passed the 
previous evening, the Bchool trustees 

awaited on the minister of education 
yesterday afternoon, and by invitation 
^layor Kedlern and C. W. Mason, city 
barrister, wtrre also piesent. The snb- 
iect of the conference was the proposed 
amendment to the school act, now be- 
fore the house, giving the city aldernien 
the right to iiotiiiiiato tlirt'i' of their own 
bodv to seats on the trustee board. 

Ctiairman liayward introduced Hie 
iiiemhers, and drew tilteiition to tlie re- 
solution referred to, :>n'! also the linan- 
cial Btateine/it showing that a portion of 
the school revenue for the past year was 
Still unexpended. Ho believed that the 
cliange suKgested by the trustee board 
to place in their hands authority to deal 
exclusively with echool matters, and to 
collect their own revenues, would work 
well. The trustees were directly re- 
SDoiisible to the people, and as f?()oii as 
the latter felt the bunleii (it taxation 
lieuonnng too heavy other ti-MatocH would 
be elected. 

Trustee Relyea strongly fiiipported the 
view taken by the chainnan, and held 
that if Ihi: trustees were the only jiarties 
to deal with the collection and (li.sbnrse- 
nient of the school funds it would en- 
courage them to economize, so as to be 
able to show a surplus at the end of the

Seven doctors of medicine, who were 
passengers upon the Empress of China, 
have sent the following to the Colonist : 
' We, the undersigned medicul men, 
passen^^ers on board the s.s. Empress of 
China, wisii to submit the following 
stateiiieiit of opinion regarding the un- 
precedented quarantine restrictions 
which have been imposed upon her pas- 
sengers. The facts of the case are these : 
On the 20th of April, 10 days ago, two 
cases of discrete smallpox occurred 
amongst the steerage jiassengers. The 
utmost i)recautionB were at once taken, 
in accordance with the (juarantine regu- 
lations, to isolate them. They were 
placed in a hospital, which was shut oil' 
from tho rest of the ship and ventilated 
from the upper deck, two mfen were iso- 
lated, as nurses, with tbemand absolutely 
no commnnication has been held with 
the rest of the paseeiii^crB, all food and 
other necessaries boinf; 
them. I''urther, these two cases were 
exceptional, seeing that the)' came from 
the same house and were cousins. J'^very 
person on board was nromptly vaccinat- 
ed and everything (,one that was possi- 
ble, with the result that no further cases 
have occurred. On arrival tho (juaran 
tine oflicer ordered 10 days strict (juar- 
antine on shore, all passengers to bo 
landed, ship and baggage to be disin- 
fected. We wish, further, to call atten- 
tion to the fact that the quarantine olli 
cer never went to Bee the patients on ar 
rival and never, indeed, went to see them 
at all until requested to do so; neither 
the infected cases nor the steerage pat- 
sengera were removed until the second 
day of arrival at the (juarantine station. 
We wish t') give it as our opinion, being 
all of us medical men of some experi- 
ence, that the medical oflicer of thhs sta- 
tion has imposed a (Hiarantino restric- 
tion which, under the .circuinstaiiecs of 
the case, is unprecedented in severity 
and entirely uojustitialilo. A (juaran- 
tine of (ive days, making fourteen in all 
from the first appearance of the disease, 
would, in our (.pinion, be aiiinle. Fur- 
ther, having all of us personally inspect- 
ed the accommodation on ahoro, we state 
it as our opinion that it is absolutely in^ 
Bufhcient for the number of persons to 
be provided for, and that to place on 
shore for over a fortnight, under such 
conditions as here exist, a number of 
persons, many of whom have come 
straight from the trojiics, is a step liable 
to be attended with the very gravest re- 
sults."

The iMiiieral Act Amendment bill was 
also given its third reading. 

The hoiieo went into coiiimittee on the 
Lumber (.irajiing bill. Dr. Walkeni in 
the chair. The bill was nqiorted com- 
plete and, on the house resuming, the 
report was adojited and tlie bill was read 
a third time. 

Mr. Adams' hill to amend the Placer 
Mining Act was introduced and read a 
first time. It is the same act as the one 
withdrawn by Mr, Smith.

Hon. Mr, Eberts — "Not Cottoned?" 
(Renewed laughter.) 

Mr. Cotton said the matter was not 
capable of defence. If Mr. Heinze 
wanteil the water he should, like other 
parties, have applied for a orivato bill in 
the usual way. No possible excuse 
could be in;ide for the irregularity of the 
governiiieut in the matter. 

■Mr. Ilelmcken wished to know if Mr. 
Corliin's protest had been inquired into 
iiefore the record was granted to Mr. 
1 leinze. 

Hon. Col. Baker said the protests 
came after the grant was triven. 

Mr. Ilelmcken said it did not appear 
on the record that Mr, Heinze was the 
prior applicant and it seemed that there 
were other applicants. It seemed possi- 
ble that some of these other applicants 
had been prejudiced, 

Mr. Hume in closing the debate said 
the applications for tbe Noble Five ami 
Keco had been made I.S months ago, but 
there was nothinu' to show when Mr. 
Heinze's application had been made. 
He uiideralood the minister of mines to 
say that there had been no applications 
for water on Leaver creek before that of 
Mr. Heinze. He had it on good author- 
ity that there had been previous appli- 
cations. Beaver creek was quite a dis- 
tance from Mr. Heinze's " mill site," 
and as be could not run pipes over the 
intervening ground he did not see bow 
iMr. lleinze could use tbe water. 

The resolation was lost by 15 votes 
to 9. 

Mr. Semlin, as a question of privilege, 
noticed in the premier's letter to the 
elector's of Chilliwack, as published in 
liiu Coi.o.NLST, that he askeil them to 
vote for .\lr. Iligginson on " May 10th." 
Had the novernment extended the time'.' 

Hon. Premier Turner said it was pro- 
bably a printer's error. 

Mr. Sword: "There is no strategical 
movement about it'.' " 

Hon. Mr. Turner; "I thought you 
were Fostering that election." (Laugh- 
ter.) 

Mr. Semlin: "That may account for 
my anxiety. 1 would greatly like to 
know if the time has been extended," 

Hon. Mr, Turner: " It has not been 
extended." 

Hon. Mr. Martin asked leave, without 
giving the usual notice, to introduce a 
bill regarding sipiattera on crown lands. 
He said there liad-\.been considerable 
trouble, as they all Wfftjw, about people 
squatting on crown lands. It was the 
duty of tiie government to look after 
these lands and to get from them all 
they were juskly entitled to. Th.is 
bill was to give power to move men oil" 
land which they had entered contrary 
to law. 

The lirst reading was given. 

The Companies Clauses Bill was re- 
ported complete in committee. The re- 
port was adopted, and the bill was read 
a third time. 

Hon. .Mr. Martin moved the second 
reading of his act to amend tbe Land 
.\ct. He said the object of clause '2 was 
to make better terms with regard to 
leases of small bnlilings. It reduced the 
prices i)[ tht^ Biirnaliy small holdings 
from .^Cili :in acre lo ^litl an acre, and ex- 
tended the lease to -1!) years. Section 2 
was merely to more iiarticularly delint^ 
the land that was to be reserved to the 
government and the mode of its selec- 
lidii. Clause 4 would give the crown 
power to enforce payment, and if neces- 
sary put a lien on property in the matter 
of timber dues, 

Mr, Sword said the object of the bill 
was really to exculpate the government 
for having broken the provisions of the 
land act. 

After some further debate the second 
readiiif was a^reell to and tbe house 
went into com mil tee mi tlie measure, 
.Mr. Sidililait in the eliair. The bill was 
reported coiiiplete witlioiitamendments. 
TIk^ report was adopted. 

Hon. Mr. I'iherts presented tin; return 
asked for by .Mr. Kellie that afternoon 
rei;arding licvelstoke lands in the dis- 
l)uted riiihvay belt. Among the papers 
eiiiliiaeeil la the return ia a letter dated 
April i;{ last, from the dernity attorney- 
general to tbe Bocretary of the Hevel- 
sloko Board of Trade, saying that the 
Vjininion and Provincial governments 
have taken all Blejis in their jiower to I 
settle the title to the lU'velstoke ! 
lands. The arrangement arrived at is 
tlial any per.son claiming a title to lands 
in dispute may obtain a Dominion crown 
grant by Hiiiiply communicating with 
the ilepurtment of the attorney-general 
at \'ietoria and executing a release. The 
deputy attorney -general urges tboEe 
who have titles or claims to any lots to 
send in their applications.

ClatiFc 
l)y clause thia interesting ineaauro luia 
been discnsaed by the riilera' afisociution, 
with the result that the by-law is prac- 
tically approved in toto. Snggestions 
are offered, however, looking to the in- 
troduction of several additional clauses, 
suggested bv experience and intimacy 
with the cantankerous character of the 
bike in the hands of the novice, and to 
these the council will no doubt give at- 
tention.

Aewil From the Newest Town in Koolenay— 
• Many Valuable Properties Being 
Developed. 

,Sai..mo, May 1. — The ne^v town of 
Saliiio, on the Xeleon Fort Shepparti 
railway, "JS mile from Nelson, is bound 
to be one of the largeat mining camps in 
Kootenay, as the rich mines in its im- 
mediate vicinity are recognized as among 
the very richest. The fainoua .Tohan nee- 
burg mine, situated half a mile from 
Salnio, IS owned by a Portland company 
and 1ms already had a great amount of 
development work done on it, the tun- 
nel bomg in loO foet ami shipments aru 
expected to he made in the course of a 
few weeks. The Kedovali group, which 
lies near the formiirinine, consists of five 
fiiU-sized claims, from which shipments 
will be made this suminer, and high 
grade ore is also fouud in the Delia B. 
and Flying Cloud, two miles north of the 
Kedovah. 

In the Sheep creek country, tributary 
to Salmo, the Koyal Canadian shows ore 
assayed, at $100 per ton, and will be 
Bhi)iping this sunimer; and in addition, 
there are several very valuable claims, 
some of whicii arc well developed. 

I 111 host creek, the Little (ieorge, on 
which a rich strike waa niado a few 
weeks auo, has a vein of solid ore which 
assays .*!il) in gold and lUO ounces in 
silver. The 1<",1 Dorado, on the same 
creek, shows ^50 in gold and runa high 
in silver and copper. Work on the Car- 
mody group ia being pualied so that 
shipments may be made aa soon ns the 
wagon road is completed. Many other 
claims in this vicinity have sliipping 
ore on the dum ps. 

Since the sawiiiill has been runiiiiig 
full time building is being rushed, ami 
Salmo presents a lively appearance, with 
the Himnd of the haintner and the con- 
tinual blasting of the ininea in the neigh- 
borhood of Salnio, makes the town very 
lively.

UNITED STATES TARIFF. 

It Is Proposed to Do Away With Hawaiian 
Reciprocity Clause. 

W \sn LSI ; roN, May -1. — The retroactive 
clause of the Dingley bill is stricken 
from the senate tarill bill. The entire 
house provision relating to reciprocity is 
stricken out and sections substituted 
providing that whenever a country shall 
pay a bounty upon the exportation of 
any article of merchandise and dutiable 
under this act, tin n, upon importation 
of, such nrtitdi' into ihe I'nited States 
there shall be levietl u[ion it in addition 
to the duty imposed by tnia act, a duty 
euiial to th(> net amount of this bounty, 
to be ascertained bv the secretary of the 
treasury. The house [iroyiaion keeping 
in force the Hawaiian leidprocity treaty 
is stricken out, the ell'ect being indirectly 
to abrogate the treaty and impose the 
same duty on Hawaiian sugars as on 
sugars from other countries. 



New York, May 5.— The London cor- 
respondent of tho Sun cables to-day aa 
foUowa: "England, as Mr. Curzon an- 
nounced in the Iloiiae of Commons to- 
day, is again pressing the question of 
intervention, this time with success. It 
ia beginningto berecogniiced inSt. Peters- 
burg, Berlin and Vienna, that the poli- 
tical friendship of England and France 
has become a genuine factor in the aitu- 
Itioii, and its inllnence is already felt, 
at ia no secret tiiat lOngland ia in favor 
of slopping war immediately at any cost, 
and of restoring the status quo ante 
bellum in every raapeet. France prac- 
tically endorses the policy of Lord Salia- 
hury. The iinpreaaion grows stronger in 
all ijuartera that the suhiiiiasion of 
(.ireecv lo Turkey imd the powera will 
soon ho forthcomhift, 

It is not unlikely tl'iat tliii oiul of hos- 
tilities will take the, form of brief nrmia- 
tice. This gained, nobody believeo that 
lighting will ever be resumed. Instead 
of hoping for Turkish success, Europe is 
now earnestly desirous that the Greeks 
should gain eonie advantage in the field. 
Tho interestaof European peace were con- 
sidered best served by Turkish victories. 
.N ow the situation is reversed. The Sul- 
tan is naturally convmced that he is in- 
vincible and daily grows more defiant. 
Keliable information from Constantino-' 
pie is to tho effect that he now reluaea 
to listen to lesser terma than the re- 
turn of Crete, the cession of the 
bulk of Thessaly and the transfer 
of hidf of the (ireek navy. Km- 
peror Willium and others who in- 
cited him to try and beat tho Greeks are 
likely to repent when they find the 
Eastern problem rendered iininenaely 
difficult instead ol being simplified by 
the war. A genuine Greek victory at 
the present moment would, therefore, 
jeopardize Europe, because of its double 
efFect of restoring Greek aelf-reapect and 
Turkiih obstinacy.

Oni GREAT PROVINCE. 

A. F. Jury Tells About Some of the Things 
He Saw Here. 

Mr. .v. F. Jury. Dominion immigra- 
tion agent, who was here recently, was 
interviewed by tlu? Toronto Cilohe on his 
return, and herewith are some of the 
mattere in regard to British Columbia of 
which he spoke : 

.At Rat Portage I met Mr. C. R. Devlin, 
and together we went to Winnipeg, 
where, after interviewing the Manitoba 
government, we were advised, as there 
was 80 much anow on the Rround which 
would prevent us from seeing the coun- 
try, to go on to the Coast, inspect the 
mining propositions in British tAjlumhia 
and take in Manitoba on our return trip. 
We followed this 6Uiige=tion, and, going 
straight to Vancouver, took boat for Vic- 
toria, which we reached on Wednesday, 
the liltli. We here interviewed the 
local government, got all jiossible 
inforiiiatiiin from that source and 
then spent some time visiting the sur- 
rounding country and iiuiuiring into the 
(H)iiditiori of (leople in the cily. I was 
surprised to Iind so much good land 
about V'ictoria and so many flourishing 
market gardens. I found that the re- 
ports regarding Chinatown had not, been 
ovordtated. The sanitary conditions of 
the houaea in that quarter of the town 
are shocking in the extreme, and in 
almost every one you go into gambling 
and opium smoking are in full blast. 

Kelnrning to the Mainland we inspect- 
ed the salmon canning fai-lory on the 
Fraser river near New Westminster, and 
wo '! :s'-overed liere that tlie Chinamen 
of t he coast are now beginningto com- 
pete with white capital as well as white 
labor. They are erei--ting a large canning 
fii' ory on the river, and as they are not 
' ■ .King for auch large proli la aa the other 
, .ickers they will probably cut very seri- 
ously into their business. In Vancou- 
ver there are many fine buildings and 
the principal streets aie paved with 
asiihalt. 

i)n Sunday afternoon we left for Koss- 
laiid by wiiy of Kevolstoke, ami we 
ri-iirhi'd the golden mining cam|) of the 
1\ ■o'.'.iay on Thursday morning. We 
v'-iuil Le Koi lirs:t. Tlie owners of this 
mine an^ erecting new buildinge, and 
are about to abandon the old shaft and 
opim a new one. Aftiu' inapccliiig Le 
lioi we went to the Wiir lOagle, where 
we met the manager, Mr. Hastings, who 
has the reputation of being pro- 
bably the most capable mining en- 
gineer and expert in the mountains. 
I'here is great activity everywhere vis- 
ible, and DO doubt seems to exist about 
the War Eagle being a great mine, 
liecent (liBcoveries have been made, and 
there ia now apparently any quantity of 
jmyiiig ore in sight in the mine. 

We then vifiiteii the Iron Maak 
and other propiuties, where aiinilar 
work is being carried on. The 
great nei,'d in Lossland ia a cheap 
process of extraction, and on the 
day we arrived there an experiment 
with the free mining process had, it was 
atated, been successful in extracting ij^S a 
ton from ore laken indiacriminately from 
the dump. This ]irocoss piiys in Hal 
I 'ortagiMit .$.1 per ton, and if can he 
obtained in Kossland the lienelit to the 
country will be incalculable, as there are 
hundreds of tons of ore on the dump 
riuigiiiL' from )f'J0 a ton downward. It 
is homul to attract in a verv short time 
a vast amount of capital and labor to 
that district, 

" In conclusion, I migbt say thatBrit- 
iah Columbia oQ'ers one of the beet fields 
in the world for mining capitaliata, the 
tJalgary locality ofTora theaame in ranch- 
ing and in mixed farming under irriga- 
tion, and ',ho Edmonton and Daupliin 
diiUricls and Southern .Manitoba could 
provide happy homes for teeming mil- 
lions of the land-hungry of the over- 
populated ilistricts of Europe, and even 
of the occupants of tho poorer lands of 
Ontario. litit to avoid thu inia- 
takea of the jiast, before investing 
their capital or taking up locations 
in the districts mentioned it would bo 
the part of wisdom to all intending set- 
tlers to ask and follow the advice of 
some of the leading gentlemen connect- 
ed with the immigration BteCff at Winni- 
peg. The same would apply to those 
seeking employment as hired men on 
farnia.
